It may be thought, the Prophec-had. forge whar 
like him in his eye, in that Wheel withiz a Ii heel; for, of himſelf he ne- 
ver was, but i]! tutn'd off from another ; like tho impertegt, dough- 
bak'd Creatures, produc'd by the Sun, on the Banks of Nie; fo that bis 
Generation is foundzd 1n Corruption, and his Extraction of the ſame 
Parentage with Monſters ; not created, -nor intcaded, -but produc'd : 
His Principles, are hke the Chaos, a confuſed Lump of eyery thing, and 
nothing; or, a Gallimaufry of Negatives; nor this nor that, nor tother, 
but what he is, no man knows, no not the Angels in Heaven, nor him- 
ſelf to boot; this only-excepted; that &e is more party-coloured then 
Joſeph's Coat, apd patchr' tqg<ther of more pieces, then a Taylor's 
Cuſhion. Nar 1s his Practice; mach unſuitable to hs Principles : he puts 
on Religion, as a Cloak, not a 'Carment, and ſo makes his Impoſtures, 
with Holineſs to the Lord : Thus Abſal»» pretends a Sacrifice, when 
his bufinefs is Rebellion ;:and Herod a Worſhip, when his delign is Mur- 
der :* Nor with much wonder, the Florextine hath taught him, He that 
would gain by Deceit, muſt firſt acquire a Credit, by (at leaſt) a ſhew of 
Integrity 3 and he that would practice, upon the People, muſt follow 
the old Rule, of Finge Denm + ach influence have (olemn looks, and 
Verily Verily, upon the Mlltitude, who have little other to paſs them for 
Men, than Speech,” and Figure : Hence is it, that he puts off his Tine}, 
tor Standard, and the Maggots ot his own Fancy, for Divine Infpira- 
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tions; That he obtrudes his Enthuſiaſins; for Viſions, and juſtifies Ho- 
wer, that even Dreams, are of God; That he takes a Holy Pride to 
himſelf, and ſays to the reſt of the World, Stand off ; That he calls the 
common Infirmities of Mankind, Crying fins, National fins, bow-dy'd 
ſins, black and blue fins ; and his own-Mormoes, meer Slips, and Failings; 
That he can ſee no fin in Jacob, nor iniquity in his Tſ-eel of God; That 
he calls-them, the only Holy, only Choſen, anly Gadly, only Precious, 
only'Spiritually- —_— puts a diſcriminating Shibboleth on 
others; as, Formaliſts, Carnaliſts, dry Moraliſts, wither'd Fig-trees, 
Outfide-men, Negative-Holineſs-men, Opas operatum-men, Will-wor- 
ſhippers, Laodiceans, Lukewarm Profeſlors , and what not ! That he 
talks of nothing, but New Light, and Prophefie, Spiritual incomes, In- 
dwellings, Emanations, Manifeſtations, Sealings, and the like Spiritual 
gibberiſh and canting; to which alſo, the zeajous twang of the Noſe, 


| addsno ſmall efficacy : that he runs counter to all things in Power, and. 


treads the Antipodes to every thing commanded, though for no other 
reaſon perhaps, but, becauſe commanded ; for it may be obſerved, that 
the Lords prayer was not ſo abſolutely thrown out of theKirk,till recom- 
mended, by its own DireQory : In ſhort, that he calls ſubjeFior .in mat- 
ters of Religion, a tying up the Spirit 3 and all Injunction, even in things 
indifferent, a manifeſt invading the SanFum SarForum : and now the 
great cry is, Perſecution for Conſcience ! nothing in his mouth, but deſti- 
tute, afflifed; and the common corollary, but not forſaken. Alas ! alas ! 
the habitations of Jacob are fwallow'd, and the places of the Aſſembly take 
away 3 A bow is bent, againſt the Crew of Judah, and the breach of the 
Virgin of Sion, is like « great Sea : Whereas on the other hand, ler him 
be as in the years paſt, and that Sun once more ſhine in his Tabernacle, 
this ſucceſs, new models his Conſcience, and (like Aaroz's Rod ) he 

ſwallows up every thing that lies in his way; even Princes, muſt Jay 
their hands on their mouths, and the Nobles, not ſpeak again to his 
words: The poor diſtreſſed , is become Fogen,Mogen; and the Servas 
Serverum, a Dominus Dominaentium : The little Flock, claims a Kingdom 
ex condigno; and the Choſen generation, ſets up for a Royal Prieſt- 
hood : In ſhort, this little Horn, takes a mouth to himſelf, ſpeaking 
mighty things; and his language is, Overtarn, Overturn, Overturn. And 
now, he makes his Doftrine ſuitable to his Text, and owns above-board, 
that Dominion is founded in Grace, not Nature; that the Goods of this 
World, are properly. the Ele&s? that himlelf and his Kripperdolins, are 
the only Tſraelites, and all the reſt Egyptians ; that the New Jeruſalevs 
mult be propagated, as the ſecond Temple was built, with the Sword. in 
one hand, and the Trowel in tother; or as the Abbot (in Hemrythe 
third's time) gave itin Abſolution to the Earl of Leiceſter, Gladium Spi- 
ritualem ſine Gladio Materiali nibil poſſe. What ſhall I add ? He looks 
as terrible, as an Army with Banners, and declares, Quis ſuſcitabit eu, 
was perſonally meant of his Tribe. And yet, this man has followers ! 
and thoſe of the honourable Women too, not a few ; for (to ſay truth) 
his Converſation is much after the rate of that, before the Floud, the 


ſons of God, among the daughters of men; Devotion in all places, whether 


true, or falſe, being moſt natural to that Sex : 'twas the Devil's policy 
to 
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to our firſt Parents, for well he knew, to beguile Eve, was the ready 
way to hook in Adew: And thus, he proves a Stumbling-block to the. 
Wives, and a Rock of offence to the Husbands. - In' brief, like the Dra- 
gon in the Apocalypſe, his Tail draws a third part of the Stars, and caſts 
them tothe Earth ; the reaſon is obvious, Fort#tudo ejus in Lumbis ejus 
& virtns in wmbilicoVentris. But to proceed; His Profefſion, is hikes 
his Allegiance, a meer Fxcus , 2, ſo laid on, one (at firſt fight) could 
not. but judge it natural: His on-place, Polyanthes, and Concor- 
dance, and the height of his School-Divinity, the Ty rt Catechiſm : 
His Prayer, a Rhapſody of holy Hickups, ſandtified Barkings, illumina- 
ted Goggles, ſighs, ſobs, yeas, clocks, gaſps, and groans, not more un- 
intelligible; then nauſeous : However (to give him his due ) he prays 
heartily for the King, but with more diſtintions, and mental reſerva- 
tions, then an honeſt man would have taken the Covenant : From hence 
as out of a third Heaven) he falls by head and ſhoulders into his Preach- 
ment ; which, what other 1s it, then a wild career, over 'Hill and Dale, 
till the Afternoon Chimes ſtop him : jueſe ajji's, ajjnle jiudle : Thump 
upon Thump, Yelp upon Yelp, DoQtrine upon Dodrine, Rule upon 
Rule, Reaſe n upon Reaſon, Text upon Text, Proof upon Proof, Dire- 
Qion upon DireCtion, Motive upon Motive, Sign upon Sign, Token upon 
Token, Effe& upon Efie&, and Uſes'more then innumerable. And here 
likewiſe, he cries up Obedience to Magiſtrates ; but, with ſuch a 
Becketiſm of Salva Gloria Dei, at the end of it,!that he might have bet- 
ter letit alone; As alſo, that they ought to be defended by their Sub- 
jets, in defence nevertheleſs, of the true Religion, ' of which himſelf 
muſt be Judge : And for his Grace at Meat, what can better compare 
itto, than a Camterbury-reck; halt Pace, half Gallop? $o his, an odd 
hobbling ſhuffle, between a Graceand a Prayer, and a Prayer and a 
Grace: Laſtly, as to his Vertaes, ( for it cannot be denied, Eut he has. 
ſomewhat of that which Twlly calls, Adumbrata virtutum ſpeciming) 1 
wiſh it might be ſaid of them, that they were other, than mask'd Hypo- 
rifie. The Poet hit it, Da juitum ſanfiumg; videri; Nofem Peccatis, 
Et frandibus objice Nubem : And like anaprt Scholar, he has gotteen his - 
Leſſon by heart, arfd can now wrap the Philiftin's Sword in an holy 
Ephod. Whence Elſe is it, That he ſhall crave a Bleſſing to the Defign, 
beit never ſoungodly 3 and give thanks for the ſucceſs, be it never (o 
wicked: That he will not Swear, but can diſpence with the profitable 
fin of Lying : That he will not be drunk (to be ſeen of men) but yet 
can take a Brotherly Rouze in a Corner: That he walks, as he had 
made a Covenant with his Eyes;z and yet, $5 wxor non Vult, aut no 
olſit, Veniat ancilla, is wholſom Dodrine with him : That he is a zealous 
Obſerver of the Sabbath 5 and Jr can make leſs conſcience of Schiſze, 
than a Surplice : That he cries, Ve mibi fi non Evangelazavero; and yet 
allows no impoſition of Hands, but broken Pates : That he abhors Idols, 
and yet cancommit Sacriledge ; which, what other is it, than to burn 
the Idol with a Coal from the Altar > That he exhorts (his Beloved ) 
to Conſtancy under Perſecution ; and yet come what will, can lick him- 
(elf wbole,it will be hard to tell where he had been hurt : In ſhort, That 
he is a perfet Seawaritern; For, let the Gentiles prevail, he is of the
